TOWN  CLERK'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Jpswich, 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1911.  Tne  past  year 
has  been  a  busy  one  in  many  respects,  the  office  has  been  at  work 
as  usual  looking  for  missing  property  and  also  looking  after  much 
that  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  and  Clerk.  I  would  sug- 
gest that  the  papers,  documents,  and  other  matters  now  in  the  store 
room  be  examined  by  a  competent  committee  and  all  the  valuable 
matter  be  put  in  proper  shape;  and  male  so  that  it  can  be  readily 
examined  as  occasion  may  require.  That  there  is  much  of  value 
among  the  mass  collected  there  is  true  and  it  should  be  taken  care 
of  as  soon  as  possible.  The  experience  of  the  p  ist  should  be  a 
warning,  that  the  continued  neglect  will  mean  more  loss  to  'he 
town  and  perhaps  further  slipping  away  of  valuable  rights  by  the 
same  carelessness  that  has  prevailed  in  the  past. 

1  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  vaults  in  the  offices  of  the 
Selectmen,  Treasurer  and  Clerk  are  to  be  furnished  with  steel 
fit :ings  and  receptacles  for  the  books  and  papers  of  the  several 
departments,  a  move  in  the  right  direction  as  it  wili  be  almost  a 
perfect  guaranty  that  those  books  and  papers  are  secured  against 
damage  by  fire  at  least. 

I  have  been  very  much  disturbed  in    the   past    thinking  that 

the  old  records  might  be  lost  by  some  accident  and  the  story  of  the 

i   in   the   earlier  years  of  the  Colony  and  State  be  destroyed  so 
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far  as  the  town  meetings  and  actions  taken  in   those   meetings   a**e 
concerned. 

An  important  change  has  be?n  made  bv  the  Commonwealth, 
♦  e'ating  to  the  issuing  of  Marriage  Certificates.  Sincj  the  first  day 
if  the  New  Year  all  persons  de-eiing  to  marry  in  this  State  must 
file  notice  of  their  intention  five  days  at  least  with  the  Registrars  or 

Clerks  of  the  places  in  which  they  make   their   homes   before   they 
can  receive  their  Certificate.     The  record  of  intentions  will  be  filed 

in  the  proper  office  and  at  the  expiration  of  five  full  days  the   certL 

ficate  can  be  issued  by  the  Clerk  or  Registrar. 

i  submit  the  usual  report  of  vital  statistics  and  would  suggest 

a  careful  perusal  of  them,  they  present  some  very  interesting  facts 

for  consideration.

We  recommend  the  Town  purchase  500  feet  of  new  hose. 
We  wish  to  report  that  we  have  placed  a  fire  alarm  box 
(No.  6)  at  Agawam  Heights  as  was  requested  by  a  vote  of  the  Town. 
We  recommend  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  $1000  for 
the  use  of  remodelling  the  truck  and  purchasing  new  ladders,  or 
purchasing  a  new  Ladder  Truck,  as  in  our  opinion  it  is  unsafe  in  its 
present  condition.  Therefore;  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  guard  the 
town  against  any  accident  which  might  occur  in  its  present 
condition. 

We  also  recommend  in  the  near  future  the  change  of  the 
present  Fire  Alarm  system,  to  a  system  of  storage  battery,  by  so 
doing  we  would  be  able  to  have  the  system  in  four  circuits,  so  if 
one  circuit  or  part  of  the  town  should  not  be  in  working  order,  it 
would  not  effect  the  remaining  parts  as  it  does  at  the  present  time.

Further  Mortuary  Statistics  dealing  with  age,  sex,  nativity, 
etc.,  will  be  found  in  the  Town  Clerk's  report. 

The  town  has  been  fortunate  the  past  year  that  while  all  told 
there  have  been  one  hundred  and  fourteen  (114)  cases  of  contagious 
diseases  reported  as  against  two  hundred  and  fifty  nine  (259)  for 
1910,  there  have  been  no  epidemics.  Of  the  thirty  (30)  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  reported  no  source  of  contact  could  be  traced  from 
one  household  to  another,  which  shows  that  these  cases  were 
sporadic  and  not  epidemic.     Of  the  thirteen  (13)   cases   of   Typhoid 
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Fever,  reported,  only  one  case  occurred  in  the  section  where  the 
epidemic  existed  last  year.  This  shows  that  every  care  and  the 
utmost  precaution  has  been  taken  by  the  authorities  of  the  Ipswich 
Mills,  in  the  sanitary  care  of  their  tenement  property. 

The  suggestion  made  by  the  Board  last  year,  that  the  windows 
and  doors  of  all  the  corporation  tenements  be  properly  screened, 
has  been  carried  out  this  year.  This  with  the  oth9r  precautions 
of  care  and  cleanliness  has  doubtless  has  been  responsible  for  check- 
ing that  source  of  infection  for  which  the  common  house  fly  is 
responsible.  If  the  owners  of  private  tenement  property  would 
co-operate  with  the  Board  of  Health  as  willingly  and  effi  jiently  as 
does  the  Ipswich  Mills,  we  believe  that  the  number  of  diseases 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  would  be  still  further  materially 
diminished. 

The  Board  last  year  advised  the  town  that  some  action  should 
be  taken  to  provide  a  building  for  a  Contagious  Hospital.  No 
action  was  taken.  A  law  was  passed  by  the  last  legislature  which 
makes  it  mandatory  upon  cities  and  towns  to  provide  such  hospitals 
for  care  of  tuberculosis  and  other  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public 
health.  This  may  be  done  by  each  city  or  town,  or  by  a  group  of 
towns,  forming  a  district.  This  board  does  not  feel  that  it  would 
be  wise  for  Ipswich  to  be  part  of  a  district  of  which  some  near  by 
city  would  be  the  center,  and  where  such  hospital  might  be  located. 

As  the  law  applies  to  all  towns  regardless  of  population  and 
valuation,  it  would  seem  wiser  that  if  Ipswich  is  to  be  a  part  of  any 
district,  it  should  be  the  central  town  and  that  the  hospital  should 
be  located  here.  There  are  some  who  believe  Ipswich  shou'd  main- 
tain such  a  hospital  for  herself  alone.  In  any  case  something  will 
have  to  be  done  to  comply  with  the  statute  above  referred  to,  and 
we  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Ipswich  Board  of 
Health  saw  the  necessity  for  such  an  institution  and  advised  that  it 
be  established,  before  any  legislation  regarding  the  matter  had 
taken  place. 

The  plan  began  by  the  Board  last  year  of  inspecting  all  immi- 
grants who  had  arrived  from  any  cholera  infected  country  abroad, 
has  been  carried  out,  and  all  such  immigrants  have  been   inspected 
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and   kept  under    surveillance    for    a    period    of    ten    (10)    days. 

The  report  of  the  agent  and  sanitary  inspector  shows  that 
the  whole  number  of  premises  inspected  was  three  hundred  and 
forty-seven  (347) .  Farms  or  places  where  milk  was  oroduced  for 
sale,  inspected  forty-three  (43);  three  were  ordered  to  improve 
condition  of  premises  and  one  was  prohibited  from  selling  milk. 
One  dealer  in  milk  was  prohibited  from  selling  until  conditions 
were  made  satisfactory  to  the  Board.  Two  parties  were  cited  into 
court  for  violation  of  the  Health  regulations  and  were  fined. 

Barber  shops,  provision  dealers,  and  other  places  of  business 
were  found  in  satisfactory  condition,  except  one  bake  shop,  which 
was  ordered  closed.  One  bake  shop  on  Saltonstall  street  was  im- 
proved by  the  addition  of  a  concrete  floor  and  in  other  wavs

THE     QUESTION     OF     SEWERAGE. 

For  a  number  of  years  past  the  Board  had  advised  that  the 
Town  take  some  action  in  regard   to  a  sewerage   system,      In   last 
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year's  report,  written  just  after  the  town  had  passed  through  an 
epidemic  of  Typhoid  Fever,  the  recommendation  made  hy  this 
Board  reads  as  follows  : 

'"Some  preliminary  action  ought  to  be  taken  in  regard  to 
sewerage.  The  town  has  had  an  object  lesson  the  past  year  of 
what  an  epidemic  may  cost.  The  danger  of  the  spread  of  infec- 
tion would  be  very  materially  lessened  with  proper  sewerage.  The 
amount  expended  in  caring  for  an  epidemic  would  go  a  long  way 
toward  paying  the  interest  of  a  sewerage  fund.  It  will  have  to 
come  in  a  few  years  anyhow.     Why  not  begin  this  year  I" 

The  town  took  no  action  upon  this  recommendation. 

Late  in  the  summer  the  Chairman  of  this  Board  had  an  in- 
terview with  the  trustees  of  the  Ipswich  Hospital  Corporation  at 
which  the  sewerage  question,  among  other  things,  came  up  for  dis- 
cussion. The  out-come  of  the  matter  was  that  the  Hospital 
Trustees  offered  to  furnish  the  town  of  Ipswich,  through  this  Board 
a  preliminary  survey  for  a  system  of  sewerage.  The  same  to  be 
furnished  free  of  expense  to  the  Town.  This  Board  accepted 
the  offer  and  Professor  R.  W.  Gilbert  of  the  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  a  sanitary  engineer  of  high  reputation,  was 
secured  to  do  work.  Mr.  Gilbert  has  been  working  upon  the 
plan  for  several  months  and  it  was  hoped  that  his  plan  and  report 
would  be  ready  for  publication  in  connection  with  this  report. 
It  has  not  yet  been  received,  however,  but  is  expected  soon. 
When  received  the  report  will  be  published  and  distributed  to  the 
voters  of  the  Town.  It  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  done  before 
the  close  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  Board  will  doubt- 
less have  some  recommendations  to  make  when  the  report  is  pub- 
lished.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  citizens  of  Ipswich, 
Gentlemen: 

An  examination  of  the  Debt  Statement,  on  page  86,  shows 
that  the  Town  has  had  a  very  prosperous  year.  The  following  table 
shows  the  standing  of  the  Town  at  the  close  of  the  year,  (exclusive 
of  the  Water  and  Electric  Light  Departments  which  are  found  in 
separate  reports.)

Balance  in  favor  of  Town  $16,891  82 

This  shows  an  increase  of  the  balance  in  favor  of  the  Town 
over  last  year  of  $3,223.53.  Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact 
that  there  has  been  a  reduction  of  $9,765.33  in  the  net  debt  of  the 
Town  exclusive  of  the  Water  and   Electric  Light  Departments,  the 
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net  debt  last  year  being  $28,473.51  and  this  year  only  $18,708.18. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  number  of  calls  for  in- 
creased appropriations,  the  Town  has  made  an  excellent  financial 
showing. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  page  87  of  this  report.  The  table 
on  this  page  shows  that  nearly  all  of  the  departments  kept  within 
their  appropriation.  The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  the  Farm 
department  were  obliged,  to  secure  additional  appropriations  in 
December,  and  even  with  these  additions,  they  are  overdrawn. 
The  overdraft  of  $183.98  in  the  Highway  Dept.  is  deserving  of 
explanation.  As  a  matter  of  fact  this  department  is  entitled  to 
credit  for  a  surplus  of  about  $800,  for  there  was  paid  out  of  the 
Highway  cash  for  1911,  $600  for  a  pair  of  horses  and  $325.00  for  a 
new  sprinkling  cart,  for  which  the  town  made  no  appropriation 
In  addition  to  that  no  credit  has  been  given  for  the  use  of  horses  by 
the  fire  department,  which  is  worth  a  least  $600  a  year  for  the  six 
horses. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  authority  was  given  to  borrow 
$2,000.00  to  extend  the  new  highway  work  up  Central  Street.  After 
consultation  with  representatives  of  the  State  Highway  Commission, 
who  provided  plans  and  surveys  free  of  expense  for  the  town,  we 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  better  to  await  another  ap- 
propriation to  be  added  to  that  of  last  year,  and  to  do  a  larger 
amount  of  work  under  one  contract  this  year.  It  was  our  belief 
that  quite  a  sum  would  be  saved  by  doing  this,  and  that  it  would 
be  better  to  have  the  work  completed  under  one  contract,  than  it 
would  to  dig  up  the  street  and  interfere  with  traffic  two  years.  We 
recommend  an  appropriation  of  $3,000.00  this  year,  to  be  added  to 
the  $2,000.00  appropriatiod  last  year,  none  of  which  has  been  ex- 
pended. 

Following  the  direction  of  the  voters  at  a  recent  special  Town 
meeting,  we  have  secured  Horace  I.  Bartlett  of  Newburyport,  an 
attorney  who  has  a  reputation  as  an  expert  on  land  court  cases  and 
Commoners'  Rights,  to  assist  the  Town  counsel  to  care  for  the 
Town  interests  in  the  case  brought  by    Alexander  B.   Clark   in   the 
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Land  Courts.     We  have  taken,  and   will   continue   to    take,   every 
possible  step  to  guard  the  public  rights  on  our  shores  and  beaches. 

Pages  89  to  105  of  this  report  contain  the  figures  arranged  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  State,  for  Town  accounting.  The  Town 
Accountant's  books  have  been  kept  in  accordance  with  the  method 
approved  by  the  State,  and  the  whole  system  of  bookkeeping  has 
been  greatly  improved  under  the  new  system. 

There  are  other  matters  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  Town 
meeting  which  call  for  recommendations  from  our  board,  which 
can  be  explained  better  at  the  meeting  than  in  this  report.  Your 
attention  will  be  directed  to  them  at  the  proper  time.  Thanking 
ail  our  citizens  and  officials  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness  shown 
us,  and  hoping  that  the  result  of  our  labors  as  public  officials  has 
been  in  an  advancement  of  the  public  good,  we  remain,

To  get  the  cost  for  each  street  light  for  a  year,  this  total  cost 
of  $3188.13  is  divided  by  the  number  of  lights.  The  total  number 
of  lights  is  811,  but  for  a  period  of  nearly  six  months  before  the 
starting  of  the  new  dynamo,  120  of  these  lights  were  cut  out,  so 
that    the    average   number    for    the   entire  year  would   be  751. 
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Divide  $3188.13  by  751  gives  $4.24  each  for  the  street  lights  for 
1911.  This  is  49  cents  less  for  each  light  than  last  year,  when  the 
cost  was  $4.73.  It  should  be  remembered  that  this  price  covers 
every  item  of  cost  to  be  charged  against  the  street  lights.

The  operation  of  the  lighting  department  for  the  year  1911, 
has  shown  that  the  constantly  increasing  sale  of  light  to  our  citizens 
is  gradually  lowering  the  cost  of  street  lighting,  and  as  a  result  we 
are  lighting  our  streets  at  a  very  low  cost. 

When  it  is  understood  that  the  average  price  paid  to  private 
companies  for  street  lights  equal  in  candle  power  to  ours,  is  over 
$12.00  each  per  year,  and  that  if  the  town  paid  $12.00  for  each  of  the 
751  lights  on  which  our  price  is  based  this  year,  it  would  cost 
for  street  lighting  $9012.00  instead  of  the  $3188.13  which  it  cost  in 
Ipswich,  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  we  have  excellent  reason  for 
congratulating  ourselves  that  we  own  a  Municipal   lighting  plant. 

This  result  has  been  accomplished  with  a  very  low  rate  to 
private  consumers,  our  price  being  only  12  cents  per  K.  w.  hour 
with  a  discount  which  reduces  it  to  10  and  eight  tenth  cents. 
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I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  work  began  last  year,  of  en- 
larging- the  station  and  adding  a  new  dynamo  and  engine,  has  been 
completed,  ami  the  new  equipment  is  now  in  operation. 

The  total  cost  of  the  new  construction  was  as  follows,

With  the  old  plant  in  excellent  condition,  and  with  this  new 
equipment,  we  are  now  prepaired  to  take  care  of  all  demands  for  a 
number  of  years  to  come. 

We  were  also  enabled  to  give  what  has  been  demanded  for 
some  time,  all  day  service.  This  change  was  made  in  December 
1911,  and  the  plant  is  now  in  operation  24  hours  a  day,  except  for 
a  few  hours  on  Sundays. 

I  feel  confident  that  the  extra  expense  of  running  through 
the  day  is  justified  and  that  the  increased  earnings  will  more  than 
pay  the  additional  expense. 

It  is  now  eight  years  since  the  town  estaolished  its  lighting 
plant,  and  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  managed  the  opera- 
tion from  the  start.  It  has  been  particularly  pleasing  to  find,  that 
year  after  year,  more  and  more  evidence  is  found  to  show  that  in 
Ipswich  a  municipal  lighting  plant  is  a  great  success.  There  are 
those  who  scoff  at  municipal  ownership.  They  claim  that  politics  will 
destroy  or  cripple  such  a  plan.  If  there  is  anything  to  their  claim, 
it  must  be  that  I  have  been  particularly  fortunate  in  not.  being 
hampered  by  any  attempt  at  political  influence.  Our  voters  have 
made  no  changes  in  the  Commission  from  the  start.  The  Commis- 
sioners have  always  been  absolutely  fair  in  their  treatment  of  the 
manager,  and  the  employees  have  worked  hard  for  success.  Under 
those  conditions  my  work  has  been  made  pleasant  and  success  has 
been  sure.     For  those  conditions,  I  extend  thanks  to  all.

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COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 
Gentlemen, 

The  Water  and  Municipal  Lighting  Commissioners  submit  their 
eighteenth  annual  report,  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1911. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  various  tables  giving  an  account 
of  the  expenditures  and  receipts  of  this  department  for  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  one  extension  has  been  put  in,  extending  the 
line,  on  Fruit  St.  a  distance  of  456  feet.  Six  inch  pipe  was  used. 
The  cost  was  $378.94  an  average  of  83  cents  a  foot. 

The  Cardlewood  extension,  completed  last  year,  has  been  a 
success,  enough  money  being  paid  in,  with  that  voted  by  the  town 
from  the  Torrent  Engine  Co.  appropriation,  to  give  over  the  five 
per  cent  guarantee  on  the  cost,  so  that  it  has  not  been  necessary  to 
ask  the  takers  on  that  line  to  pay  any  guarantee. 

The  Little  Neck  extension  and  the  Treadwell  Island  extension 
are  also  proving  to  be  good  investments. 

We  estimate  the  receipts  for  1911  to  be  $18,  000.00  and  the  ex. 
penses  to  be  for  Sinking  Fund  $3901.40,  for  interest  $7360.00,  for 
note  payment  $1000.00,  for  maintance  $4000.00.  The  only  approp- 
riation we  ask  for  out  of  tax  money  is  the  $1000  for  Note  payment. 

The  year  1911  marks  the  beginning  in  a  large  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  money  raised  by  taxation  for  this  department.     Not  one 
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cent  was  raised  for  hydrant  service,  this  making  a  saving  of 
$2004.00  and  giving  the  town  free  hydrant  service. 

Not  a  a  cent  was  raised  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  entire  amount 
required  $3784  33  being  paid  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  department. 
We  are  pleased  to  state  that  we  are  again  able  to  get  along  with- 
out an  appropriation  for  hydrants  saving  $2016.00  and  without  an 
appropriation  for  sinking  fund,  saving  $3901.40.  We  have  sufficent 
money  in  our  cash  balance  to  pay  these  expenses  without  taxing 
our  citizens.

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT. 


Since  the  last  report,  the  work  begun  last  year  of  enlarging 
the  station  and  of  putting  in  new  engine  and  dynamo,  has  been 
completed,  and  the  plan  of  all  day  lighting  has  been  adopted.  The 
cost  of  the  new  work  and  machinery  was  $19,661.05,  but  we  issued 
only  $16000.00  worth  of  notes,  the  balance  being  paid  for  oat  of  the 
earnings  of  the  department. 

We  now  have  a  modern,  up  to  date  plant,  which  will  take 
care  of  our  needs  for  a  number  of  years. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  very  excellent  showing  of  this 
department  for  the  past  year,  as  indicated  by  the  Manager's  report 
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We  heartily  concur  with  the  opinion  expressed  in  that  report, 
that  the  good  sense  of  our  voters  has  kept  politics  out  of  these 
departments,  and  that  they  have  expressed  their  satisfaction  by 
retaining  the  services  of  those  who  have  brought  forth  success.

General  Report 


The  School  Committee  herewith  submit  their  report 
for  the  vear  1911. 


THE  OBJECT  of  this  Report  is  to  call  the  attention  of 
those  interested  in  public  schools  to  the  work  that  your 
Committee  has  done  during"  the  year,  and  from  the  ex- 
perience and  knowledge  gained  by  them  in  the  school  work, 
to  direct  the  attention  of  the  voters  of  the  town  as  to  the 
necessities  and  requirements  of  the  School  Department.  The 
Committee's  Report  must  therefore  be  brief  and  concise,  and 
also  full  and  complete,  so  that  those  who  care  to  read 
the  report  may  not  consider  it  too  voluminous,  and  yet  may 
acquire  a  full  statement  of  the  work  and  needs  of  the 
Department. 

During"  the  past  5fear  the  town  lost  by  their  death  the 
services  of  two  persons  who  have  labored  long  and  earnestly 
in  this  Department,  one  of  whom  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee at  the  time  of  her  death,  namel}r,  John  H.  Cogswell 
and  Mrs.  Harriet  E.  Noyes.         Mr.  Cogswell  ceased  to    be  a 
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member  of  the  Committee  in  March,  1911.  alter  having-  serv- 
ed on  the  Board  for  23  years,  the  greater  part  of  the 
time  as  Secretary  of  the  Board;  and  Mrs.  Xoyes,  who  was 
re-elected  in  March  last,  and  at  the  time  of  her  decease  was 
Secretary  of  the  Board  and  had  served  on  the  Board  for 
fifteen  years,  and  during  their  terms  of  office  had  devoted 
much  time  and  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Department  and 
were  perhaps  more  familiar  with  the  needs  of  the  School 
than  any  of  the  other  members  of    the    Board.  The   town 

in  this  Department,  has  sustained  serious  loss  by  the  deaths 
or  Mr.  Cogswell  and  Mrs.  Xoyes  and  the  Committee  has 
been  hampered  in  its  work  by  the  inability  to  obtain  their 
wise  council  and  assistance. 

On  the  death  of  Mrs.  Xoyes  it  was  necessary  to  elect 
some  person  to  serve  in  her  place  on  the  Committee  for  the 
balance  of  the  year,  and  until  her  successor  had  been  elected 
at  the  election  of  town  officers  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
which  occurs  in  March.  The  Selectmen  and  School  Com- 

mittee met  as  provided  by  Statute  and  Charles  K.  Goodhue 
was  elected  and  qualified.  .  In  his  capacity  as  Town  Ac- 
countant he  had  acquired  considerable  knowledge  of  the 
Department  and  has  ably  assisted  the  Committee  in  their 
work. 

Last  year  the  Committee  was  instructed  to  introduce 
atheletics  into  the  High  School,  and  to  elect  a  teacher  in 
mathematics  who  could  also  devote  some  time  to  the  super- 
vising of  atheletic  sports  among  the  pupils  of  the  school. 
Several  applications  were  made  for  the  position  and  the 
Committee  finally  decided  upon  Burt  K-  Robinson  of  Ticon- 
deroga,  New  York.  The  Committee  feel  that  the  pupils 
have  taken  more  interest  in  their  work  in  the  school  because 
of  the  desire  to  participate  in  the  sports  and  recommend  the 
continuance  of  this  course  in  the  High  School. 

While  atheletics  have  aroused   interest    in    the    school 
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by  those  participating  in  such  work,  it  is  apparent  that  all 
the  pupils  in  the  school  can  not  partake  therein,  their  in- 
clination directing  their  minds  in  other  channels.  Realizing 
this  to  be  a  fact  and  endeavoring  to  make  provision  for  all 
the  pupils  it  would  seem  that  the  time  has  arrived  that  cer- 
tain practical  work  could  be  added  to  the  course  of  study  in 
the  schools  that  would  interest  the  pupils  and  broaden  their 
minds  in  useful  channels.  To    this   end    we   believe    that 

the  introduction  of  sewing,  cooking  and  the  manual  arts 
would  be  a  great  benefit  to  the    schools.  The    Committee 

has  observed  the  work  in  such  courses  of  study  in  other  lo- 
calities and  the  beneficent  results  have  been  beyond  the  ex- 
pectations of  the  authorities  having  charge  thereof  in  such 
places.  Such  work  interests  the  pupils,  gives  them  practi- 
cal work  and  is  an  incentive  to  them  to  remain  in  the  schools 
and  derive  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  therefrom.  It  will 
necessitate  the  expenditure  of  an  additional  sum  of  money 
which  we  request  the  town  to  appropriate.  We  earnestly 
recommend  the  introduction  of  such  courses  in  our  schools. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  the  Committee 
find  it  difficult  to  arrange  for  the  incoming  classes  and 
grades.  Under  our  present  grading  system  it  sometimes 
becomes  necessary  to  have  a  different  grade  taught  in  a 
school  or  school  building  than  that  taught  therethe  previous 
j^ear  as  shown  by  some  instances  during  the  past 
year.  To  explain:  There  were  not  sufficient  scholars  to 
make  two  Eighth  Grades  as  had  teen  taught  the  previous 
year,  so  the  Eighth  Grade  was  discontinued  in  the  Burley 
School  and  one  Eighth  Grade  was  established  in  the  Win- 
throp  School  building.  The  Manning  Street  School  had 
heretofore  been  used  to  provide  for  the  overflow  in  Grade 
Five.  It  was  not  sufficiently  large  this  year  to  provide  for 
such  overflow  so  one  of  the  Seventh  Grades  heretofore  taught 
in  the  Warren  Street    School    was    transferred    to    the    room 
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vacated  by  the  Eighth  Grade  in  the  Burley  School,  the* 
Fifth  Grade  established  in  a  room  the  Warren  Street  Scooot 
Vacated  by  the  removal  of  a  Seventh  Grade  to  the  Burley' 
School  and  thus  provision  was  rtiade  for  the  Fifth  Grade., 
leaving-  the  Manning  Street  School-  which  had  been  occupied 
by  Grade  Five,  vacant,  and  this-  building'  was  used  to  supply 
the  overflow  in  Grade  Four.  Such  occurarices  must  neces- 
sarily happen  each  rear  until  the  town  hag-  established  at 
more  systematic  manner  of  providing  for  the  teaching  of  the- 
school  children  which  can  only  be  done  by  the  erection  of  a 
large  building  of  at  least  eight  rooms  central! V  located  and 
discontinuing  the  Use  of  some  of  the  smallef  school  build- 
ing's. Such  changes  as  occurred  last  year <  and  must  nee-- 
essarily  Under  present  arrangements  happen  in  the  coming 
years  cause  confusion  in  the  school  work  and  necessitate 
frequeritlj  the  sending  of  children  considerable  distance 
from  their  homes,  disappointment  to  parents  of  the  scholars 
because  of  the  schools  to  which  their  children  have  been 
assigned*  and  frequently  unjust  grievances  and  complaints 
toward  the  Committee  who  are  endeavoring  to  accomplish 
the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number.  This  confusion, 
disappointments,  complaints  and  grievance  can  be  obviated 
only  by  the  erection  of  a  large  and  commodious  school 
building  centrally  located,  which  the  Committee  recommends, 
The  Committee  Would  again  call  attention  to  the  in- 
adiqUacies  of  the  High  School  building.  Proper  arrang- 
ments  are  riot  provided  for  the  laboratory  Work  in  physics 
arid  chemistry,  nor  for  the  study  of  music,  because  of  inadi- 
qUate  heatiug  facilities  arid  improper  arrangement  of  rooms. 
It  has  been  suggested  by  the  Committee  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Manning  School  Fund  that  the  trust  fund  and  property 
held  by  the  Trustees  be  turned  over  to  the  town  in  its  en- 
tirety as  provided  in  the  deed  of    trust    and  that    the    Town 
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provide  ample  accommodations  and  fit  the  school  up  with 
proper  facilities  to  do  the  work  which  the  Committee  be- 
lieves is  necessary  for  the  complete  instruction  in  the  High 
School.  It  has  been  proposed  b}r  certain  members  of  the 
Trustees  that  only  such  part  of  this  fund  aud  property, 
namelv,  the  Manning  High  School  building  and  land  adja- 
cent and  appurtenant  thereto,  be  now  conveyed  to  the  town 
and  the  balance  of  the  fund  remain  in  the  possession  of  the 
Trustees  as  an  investment,  a  certain  p.art  of  the  income  to 
be  paid  over  to  the  town  and  the  balance  of  the  income 
allowed  to  accumulate  until  such  time  as  the  Trustees  de- 
termine that  the  fundis  of  ample  size  to  make  a  proper  gift 
thereof.  The  opinion  of  the  Committee  is  that  if  the 
Trustees  do  not  at  the  present  time  desire  that  the  entire 
trust  fund  and  property  be  conveyed  to  the  town,  that  at 
least  the  school  building  and  land  appurtenant  and  adja- 
cent thereto,  be  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  town  under 
such  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  b}T  the  Committee 
and  Trustees,  and  recommend  such  action. 

We  desire  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  unusual  ex- 
penditure in  the  matter  of  repairs  of  school  buildings  during 
the  past  year.  New  furniture  was  installed  in  the  Man- 
ning Street  School.  The  Candlewood  school  was  moved, 
fitted  up  and  located  on  a  lot  belonging  to  Benjamin  R. 
Horton,  who  very  kindly  allowed  the  Town  the  use  of  this 
lot  free  of  charge  for  school  purposes  until  such  time  as  he 
may  have  occasion  to  occupy  the  same.  The  Warren  Street 
School  was  also  remodelled,  proper  entrance  provided,  a 
broad  and  safe  stair-case  built,  and  the  building  otherwise 
remodelled,  so  that  the  same  makes  a  very  comfortable  and 
convenient  school  building.  Repairs  were  made  upon  the 
Payne  School  to  alia}'  the  fears  of  some  people  who  felt  that 
the  building  was  unsafe.  This  building  had  been  inspect- 
ed and  the  Committee  found  that  the  supports  for  the  second 
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floor  had  not  been  properly  placed  to  make  the  floor  as 
strong-  and  stable  as  was  possible,  and  as  the  floors  of  the 
second  story  were  in  a  worn  out  condition  the  Committee 
decided  that  during-  the  time  of  laying  a  new  floor  that  the 
supports  could  be  chang-ed,  which  was  done,  and  all  appear- 
ances of  danger  or  unsafety  has  been  obviated.  We  call 
attention  to  these  facts,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  detailed  list 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  to  show  that  although  unusual 
but  necessar}T  expenses  have  been  incurred  by  your  Com- 
mittee they  have  at  all  times  had  in  mind  the  appropriation 
made  by  the  town  to  be  expended  under  their  direction  and 
that  the  Committee  in  the  expenditures  has  not  exceeded  its 
appropriation,  but  has  on  hand  at  the  commencement  of  the 
present  )^ear,  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  balance  to 
the  credit  of  the  department  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  expenditures  the  Com- 
mittee believed  that  additional  compensation  was  due  to  the 
teachers  in  the  graded  schools.  The  minimum  and  maxi- 
mum wage  was  increased,  and  during-  the  past  year  the  min- 
imum was  placed  at  $400.00  and  the  maximum  at  S450.00  in 
the  Grades  One  to  Four  inclusive,  and  the  minimum  S450.00 
and  maximum  S500.00  in  Grades  Five  to  Eight  inclusive,  ex- 
cepting the  salaries  of  the  Principals  of  the  Winthrop  and 
Burley  Schools  which  were  placed  at  $650.00  The  Com- 
mittee believe  that  an  inequality  still  exists,  and  that  the 
minimum  and  maximum  salaries  of  all  the  graded  teachers 
from  One  to  Eight  inclusive  should  be  the  same,  the  mini- 
mum $450.00  and  maximum  $500.00.  This  will  probably  mean 
some  increased  expenditure  which  we  trust  the  town  will  see 
fit  to  appropriate. 

The  sessions  in  the  evening  schools  commenced  in 
November  and  were  continued  through  November  and 
December.         The    attendance    in    the    advanced   class   was 
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greater  this  year  than  last  year,  while  the  attendance 
among-  the  illiterates  was  smaller.  Those  who  attend  show 
•considerable  ambition  and  enthusiasm  and  we  feel  that  the 
small  amount  expended  was  productive  of  good  results.  We 
recommend  the  continuance  of  the  evening-  school,  and  that 
•an  appropriation  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

As  has  been  previously  said  in  other  reports,  we  would 
welcome  advice  and  sug-g-estions  from  all  those  interested  in 
school  work  as  to  what  should  be  done  in  the  public  schools. 
We  would  welcome  you  to  our  meeting's  and  trust  that  criti- 
cisms of  the  work  of  the  School  Committee  and  of  the  public 

schools  be  made  in  the  spirit  of  fairness  and  for  the  interest 
of  the  schools,  so  that  the  work  of  the  Department  may  be 
benefited  thereby,

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Superintendent's    Keport 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Ipswich,  Mass., 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year   ending 
December  31,  1911. 

ALL  THE  Schools  have  been  in  session  the  usual  number 
of  days.         For  a  while  many    pupils    in    some    schools 
were  absent  on  account   of    scarlet    fever    and    hooping- 
cough. 

A  few  changes  in  teachers  have  been  made.  In  the 

High  School  Mr.  Burt  Robinson  was  elected  teacher  in  math- 
ematics and  supervisor  of  athletics.  He  has  aroused  much 
interest  in  athletics.  I  consider  the  advantages  from  this 
physical  and  mental  training  of  the  highest  value.  In 
former  years  the  home  furnished  much  work  for  physicul 
development.  Now  it  seems  that  the  school  must  take  the 
place  of  home.  I  advise  that  more  attention  in  the  grades 
may  be  given  to  physical  exercise  with  instruction  in  games 
and  pla}^.         I  hope  soon  Ipswich   mRy    have    a    public    piny 
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ground.  In  the  Sixth  Grade  Miss  Lena  Jenkins,  a  graduate 
of  Salem  Normal  School,  was  elected  teacher.  Miss  Gertrude 
Murph)T  with  experience  as  a  teacher  was  appointed  to  the 
Wainwright  School. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  teachers  a  discussion  of 
methods  has  taken  place  and  an  outline  ior  work  for  the 
coming  month  has  been  presented.  The  aim    of    teaching 

is  for  developement  and  power  as  well  as  for  knowledge. 

The  Palmer  system  of  writing  gives  very  satisfactory 
results.  A  course  of  study  in  the  High  School  has  been 
adopted  which  gives  pupils  an  opportunit}^  to  make  a  selec- 
tion from  a  larger  list  of  studies.  The  standard  of  the 
school  has  been  raised. 

I  earnestly7  suggest  that  sewing,  cooking  and  some 
manual  training  may  be  introduced.  The  results  of  these 
are  not  doubtful.  The  town  will  appropriate  money  to  pay 
the  expense  of  these  studies  as  one  of  the  most  productive 
investments.  A  small  appropriation  should  be  made  for 
purchase  of  reference  books  in  the  school  rooms.  Many 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  schools  in  supplying  drinking  fountains,  soap  and  towels. 
New  desks  and  a  laboratory  should  replace  the  old  in  the 
High  School. 

Last  spring  I  visited  the  schools  and  introduced  the 
subject  of  home  gardens.  The  scholars  became  interested 
and  they  have  had  their  first  experience  in  cultivating 
flowers  and  vegetables.  Their  exhibit  in  September  in 
Manning  Hall  was  a  surprise  to  all.  More  than  three  hun- 
dred individual  collections  were  shown.  The  Woman's 
Club  greatly  assissted  in  inspecting  the  growing  flowers  at 
the  homes  of  the  children  and  in  conducting  the  exhibition. 
Thanks  are  especially^  due  to  the  Woman's  Club. 

The  reports  of  Music  and  Drawing  state  the  work 
which  has  been   accomplished   during   the    year.         From    a 
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thorough  knowledge  of  the  quality  of  their  work  I  assure 
you  that  }tou  will  highly  appreciate  their  labors. 

During  the  school  year  there  have  been  twenty  nine 
sessions    of    Evening     School.  Greek,     Polish,     Jewish, 

Italian,  French  and    English  peaple  have  attended.  The 

average  attendance  has  been  ninety  seven.  Their  desire 
to  learn  is  worthy  of  imitation. 

I  wish  to  express  ray  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and 
intelligent  efforts  of  the  teachers,  and  to  expres  s  ray  thanks 
to  officials  of  the  schools  for  their  active  and  abiding  interest 
in  the  general  welfare  of  the  schools.

M}T  dear  Sir? 

In  submitting  my  report  to  you  last  year,  I  gave  you 
the  course  of  study  that  was  used  in  the  different  schools  of 
the  town.         This  system  is  in  force  at  the  present  time. 

There  have  been,  however,  a  few  changes  in  the 
books.  As  the  several  grades  progressed,  it  seemed 
necessary  to  use  books  that  contained  music  of  a  harder 
nature  than  that  already  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils.  With 
this  in  view  I  suggested  to  the  School  Committee  that  they 
order  two  hundred  copies  of  the  Second  Reader,  New 
Educational   Music    Course.  These    were    furnished   and 

the  work  at  this  time  seems  to  justify  the  action  taken  by 
them. 
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I  find  that  the  average  music  reader  cannot  be  used 
by  the  pupil  for  a  longer  period  than  five  years.  I  also 
find  that  many  of  the  books,  after  two  years  use,  are  in  such 
condition,  that  they  are  in  no  fit  condition  to  be  given  out 
the  third  year.  This  is  due  wholly  to  the  child,  who  is 
apparently  allowed  by  the  teacher  to  use  them  for  scrap 
books.  In  many  cases,  whole  pages  have  been  torn  out. 
I  would  suggest  that  if,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  his  music 
reader  is  found  to  be  marked  or  torn  in  any  manner,  that  the 
pupil  be  obliged  to  furnish  another.  I  think  that  this 
would  insure  the  use  of  the  books  for  the  specified  time. 

After  studying  music  in  the  grades  for  eight  years 
and  at  the  end  of  that  time,  to  be  able  to  read  and  appreciate 
good  music,  does  it  not  seem  rather  deplorable  that  the 
child  should  be  obliged  to  drop  the  study  of  music  in  the 
High  School,  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  place  for 
the  chorus  to  rehearse?  There  are  but  few  towns  and 
cities  in  the  state  that  do  not  have  a  High  School  Chorus, 
and  Ipswich  is  one  of  the  few.  Is  there  no  way  that  our 
Manning  Hall  can  be  heated?  Is  there  no    way    that    the 

Town  can  equip  this  building  with  an  adequate  heating 
plant?  It  seems  as  if  some  solution  of  the  problem  would 

be  possible.  Can  the  matter  be  brought  before    the    town 

at  one  of  the  specie! al  town  meetings?  If  so,  it  should  be 
done,  in  order  that  the  people  may  know  the  difficulties 
under  which  we  are  laboring. 

I  earnestly  hope  that  something  may  be  done,  so  that 
our  boys  and  girls  may  continue  the  study  of  music  after 
entering  the  High  School.

In  accordance  with  3^our  request  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing' report. 

Two  da}rs  each  week  have  been  spent  in  teaching" 
and  supervising"  the  drawing  in  the  Primary,  Grammar  and 
High  Schools, 

The  months  of  January  and  February  were  devoted  to 
the  drawing  of  objects,  in  chalk,  cra}Ton  pencil  or  water 
color,  according  to    the    grade.         As    a   re.-u't     raach     was 

gained  in  the  power  of  observation, 

During  March  and  April  mechanical  drawing  and  free- 
hand printing  was  the  work  in  the  grades  and  geometric 
problems  in  the  High  School. 

Later  came  the  study  of  the  spring  flowers  as  to  color 
and  growth  and  in  the  upper  grades  a  careful  study  of  the 
formation  of  their  parts  was  made. 
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As  a  culmination  of  the  years  work  designs  based  on 
these  studies  were  carefully  thought  out  and  executed. 

At  the  beginning-  of  the  new  school  year  the  nature 
draw'ng"  was  continued,  fall  fruits  and  leaves  being  used  as 
specimens.  In  the  lower  grades  leaves  of  various  trees 
were  compared,  drawn  and  cut  freehand,  while  in  the  upper 
grades  leaf  perspective  was  studied. 

In  November  and  December  various  useful  objects 
were  designed  and  constructed  from  paper,  cardboard,  cloth 
raffia  and  brass.  This  industrial  side  of  the  work  gives    a 

constant  chance  for  the  application  of  design.  Much  in- 
terest was  arroused  in  both  the  grades  and  the  High  School, 
and  I  feel  that  the  results  were  indeed  a  credit  to  the 
scholars. 

A  few  years  ago  the  study  of  art  was  considered  to  be 
an  ornament  rather  than  an  essential  in  education  but  there 
has  been  such  a  rapid  progress  and  growing  interest  in  the 
arts  and  crafts  in  our  own  and  foreign  countries  that  popular 
education  can  no  longer  ignore  the  demands  of  the  times. 

Some  attempt  is  now  made  in  nearly  every  school 
to  teach  drawing  and  industrial  work. 

The  study  of  famous  pictures  has  recently  been  taken 
up.  These  are  studied  for    the    story    of    the    picture    and 

beaut}7  of  composition  and  in  the  upper  grades  the  life  of 
the  artist  is  studied  in  connection  with  his  work. 

The  aim  of  the  course  has  been  to  develop  the  ability 
to  observe  and  the  power  to  express  an  appreciation  of  the 
beautiful  in  nature  and  in  art. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  School 
Board,  Superintendent  and  Teachers  for  their  generous 
support  and  co-operation.

I  submit  my  report  as  School  Physician  for  the 
year  1911. 

The  general  health  of  the  school  children  has  been 
good  during  the  past  yean  There  have  been  no  epidemics 
but  Scarlet  Fever  has  prevailed  to  some  extent,  there  being- 
thirty  cases  during"  the  year.  Because  of  about  a  dozen 
cases  during  the  months  of  November  and  December  some  of 
the  parents  became  alarmed  and  took  their  children  out  of 
school.  A  statement  published  b}T  the  Board  of  Health. 
explaining  the  situation  and  showing  that  there  was  no 
cause  for  alarm,  seemed  to  have  a  re-assuring  effect,  and  the 
children  returned  to  school. 

There  are  no  cases  of  contagious  disease  anywhere 
among  the  school  children  at  the  present,  unless  there 
might  be  some  slight  cases  among  absentees  of  which  the 
Board  of  Health  have  no  knowledge.
